And with respect to so much of the said Order as requires copies of all rejected 
proposals for paving, lighting and cleansing the city of Dublin for the period 
specified, the same peculiarity is exhibited, inasmuch as there has been no tender 
offering to contract in a comprehensive sense for “ paving, lighting or cleans- 
ing.” But inasmuch as tenders have been submitted (not considered worthy of 
acceptance) offering terms for certain services incidental to the works named, of 
which the following are abstracts ; viz.

the Environs thereof” of the other part Whereas by articles of agreement 
bearing date on or about the Eleventh day of April One thousand eight hundred

Articles of Agreement indented made agreed upon and executed the Twenty- 
second day of November in the year of our Lord One thousand eight hun- 
dred and Thirty-nine Between the Commissioners for Paving Cleansing and 
Lighting the Streets of Dublin of the one part and Patrick Lacy of Inchicore in
